Last night's Zeppelin raid on Lon- 
don and the English east counties 
resulted in the killing of twenty per- 
sons and the injury of 
86 others. 
This makes a total of 33 persons 
killed and 129 injured in the raids 
of two successive nights.

liner Vaderland, which was serving as 
a transport, has been torpedoed in 
Turkish waters. 
A message from

Italy in its latest statement claims 
an Italian advance in Cadore, v/hich, 
however, stopped before strong de- 
fenses erected by the Austrians. 


Russia claims an important suc- 
cess in Galicia and the capture of 
more than 8,000 prisoners, 30 cannon 
and many machine guns. 


Apparently the engagement is the 
one alluded to in yesterday's German 
official statement in which it was de- 
nied that the Russians had won a 
victory or that any German cannon 
or machine guns had been captured. 


London, Sept. 
9.—Twenty 
persons 
were killed and eighty-six others in- 
jured in last night's Zenpelin raid. Thest' 
figures were given out here officially to- 


day.

The Evening Standard speaks of the 
coolness shown everywhere but warns 
the public against the "noticeably wide- 
spread an dangerous disposition to re- 
gard the affair of a species of spec- 
tacle." 


It suggests that in addition to the 
Zeppelin, which within limits "is a ter- 
rible instrument of war," there is also 
danger from anti-aircraft guns. There- 
fore. the public, it says would be well 
advised to take aerial visitors more ser- 
iously than it did lat night.

many valuable cores and patterns, which 
it will be extremely difficult to dupli- 
cate, were destroyed. 


Employes of the Pennsylvania .?asl 
yard office, three hundred feet away, no- 
ticed the light in the windows for nearly 
half an hour before they realized that 
the building was on fire, and they turn- 
ed in an alarm at the same time tho 
night watchman, Dan 
Balls, 
colored, 
came into the building from the other 
end and sent in an alarm from there. 
Had a Big Start. 


The yard office clerks thought that 
men were working in the foundry with 
torches, and the flames burst through 
the roof before they realized what was 
occurring. 
Balls had made his rormds, 
and his clocl^

that hf' 
pulled the call boxes in the foundry lesf 
than thirty minutes before the blaz< 
was discovered. 


^Vhen the department arrived the fire 
had spread over fully half' the shop, 
and the roof had fallen over a length 
of a hundred feet.

nated, but the presence of . the hot cor< 
oven, not far distance, gives foundation 
to the theory that this was the portion 
of the plant in which the fire originated.

Although the burglars stripped their 
victim's fingers and ears of 
diamonds 
and other jewels worth $10,000, they 
failed to rifle the strong box of her 
safe in which she kept gems valued at 
from $250,000 to 
$500,000. 


The key to the Nichols' strong box 
which she carried on a string 
around 
her neck was reported missing. 


At first it was feared the burglar.«, 
knowing that she had these jewels in 
the safe had rifled it, but examination 
of the safe today showed that the strong 
box with its contents was intact. 


Mrs. Nichols was 
the 
widow 
of 
James Edwin 
Nichols, founder of 
the 
wholesale grocery firm of Austin, Nich- 
ols & Co. 
She was reputed to be worth 
about 
$2,000,000 
and it 
was 
known 
that much of this was invested in gems 
which she kept in the house. 
She was 
sixty years old and quite stout. 
Be- 
cause of 
her 
physical 
condition, 
IMr. 
Lord said, it was reasonable to assume 
that she died of fright, a theory which 
he added, was confirmed by a prelimin- 
ary examination of tho, body. 


The police obtained their 
first 
story 
of the crime from a maid and a house 
boy employed in the 
Nichols 
homo. 
These servants said that three masked 
men bound and gagged them and then 
proceeded 
to 
their 
mistress' 
rooms. 
When the maid and the house boy freed 
themselves from their bonds they found 
Rfrs. Nichols' body on the floor in her 
library. 
A towel had been tied around 
her neck and twisted tight. 
Her face 
was cut and bruised and her clothing 
torn, indicating that she had made a 
hard fight for life. 


The police devoted most of their at- 
tention to/ Onney Talis, the house boy. 
who said that he had fidmitted the three 
men when they rang the front basement 
door bell. 


The detectives said there Avere indica- 
tions that the crime had been committed 
by some one familiar with the Nichols 
household. This belief was supported by 
two other servants who said they rec- 
ognized one of the three robbers as a 
former employe of 
^Irs. Nichols, and 
another as 'a mkn 
who had formerly 
called upon this employe.

SOLDIERS TO BRUIG 
Himiy HEW BUCK 


Effect Likely to Change So- 
cial Conditions in Eng- 
land After War. 


London, Aug. 25.—(Correspondence of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—Englishmen 
discuss perhaps more frequently than 
any other war subject 
the 
question 
'•\\Tiat influence will the experience of 
our soldiers in foreign countries have 
qn social conditions 
in 
our 
insular 
islan'd ?" 
These 'soldiers, 
constituting 
a big proportion of the male population 
of the nation, will return after having 
sampled life in Belgium, France, Eg>'P*' 
India, the Dardanelles and 
elsewhere. 
In most cases their daily 
intercourse 
•with the foreign peoples is very inti- 
mate, and a large proportion of t|ie sol- 
diera who return will come back with 


a fairly easy command of a new lan- 
guage, with new thoughts, and new re- 
quirements. 


A contributor to a small English trade 
paper, writing from the front, says: 


"I am under the impression that when 
Tommy comes marching home again he 
will expect lots of things he had not 
been used to before he began to travel 
on the continent. 
And not only in the 
way of food; with regard to drink he 
will have got so out of the habit of 
standing up for his refreshment that 
he will insist on and 
only 
patronize 
those public houses that give him little 
tables to sit round and chairs to sit 
on. 


"T notice him through the open win- 
dows and doors of the places in which 
he takes his ease, and it is extraordi- 
nary how quickly he has picked up the 
foreign fashion of discussing his liquors, 
and has got out of the habit of bolting 
therii, wiping his mouth, and coming out 
all in five minutes. , Which is a capital 
thing, and I hope that in the peaceful 
years .ahead our English .publicans will 
see to it that temperance is served and 
pleasant company secured by adopting 
the cafe system 
our 
Tommies 
have 
dropped into so naturally." 


Touching on the same subject thii 
Daily 
Telegraph 
says: 
"Yesterdaj( 
these soldiers were just ordinary c^vil« 
ians, perhaps a trifle narrow in their 
outlook; tomorrow they 
will be men 
who have seen grim things, .acquired 
strange knowledge, and leamt in .th« 
school of experience just what is wrong 
with things as we do them. 
They wM 
probably retain throughout their lives, 
a suggestion of the ne wly-gained dis- 
cipline of mind and body, a respect for 
order in their daily surroundings. Their 
criticisms will not reveal themselves a.t 
once, for a t first everything homelik® 
w ill be welcomed, but in course of tima 
they may be expected to review theii; 
experiences and bring their fresMy-ac- 
quired knowledge to bear on the old 
conditions in their native land." • -

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For Cleaner Back Yards 


The city health board's campaign for cleaner back yards m 
Fort Wayne is really much more important than may appear at first 
glance and in making an early start on the work for next year the 
board is apt to get much better resiilts than if the crusade is delay- 
ed until time for activity is uppn us. I>r. J. H. Gilpin told the real 
estate men at a meeting a day or two ago of the board's plans to 
carry the work into the schools—to have speakers impress upon the 
children the importance of cleanliness and attractiveness of home 
grounds, and to stimulate the enthusiasm, of the youngsters to that 
end. 


Doubtless the board is not deceiving itself with the belief that 
every boy and girl in Fort "Wayne is going to. immediately become a 
militant in back-yard cleaning, but that there will be a vast number 
of them who will respond to the stimulant of civi'c pride is practi- 
cally certain. They will take hold of the work eagerly when the 
proper interest and a degree of competitive enthusiasm is awakened. 
The plan is likely to be much more efficacious than even parental ad- 
monition, for it will transform an otherwise disagreeable task into a 
jjaatter of real pride. What is really important in the matter, hoAv- 
ever, is that the youngsters—and their elders as well—be impressed 
with the fact that an uncleanly and belittered back yard is not only 
an offense to the eye, but a positive menace to health. Fort Wayne's 
standing from a health standpoint is almost invariably excellent, and 
comparison with other cities always results in showing most favor- 
able to Fort Wayne. To bring about this condition has required not 
only vigilant and expert action by the health authorities, but the 
cheerful co-operation of the people. 
Cleanly back yards Avill not 
'>nly be attractive to the eye, but they Avill count much in conservdng 
ihe health of the city. The cleaner back yards movement is by no 
^eans a trivial affair. It is a work of vast importance. 


In the course of a visit to the state fair grounds at Indianapolis, 
Mayor Mellett, of Anderson, was arrested and a justice of the peace 
fined him $1 and costs on a charge of diorderly conduct. The An- 
derson burgomaster is said to have resented the action of a patrol- 
man in ejecting him from the race track, and says that in his own 
home town a policeman who used such tactics would be promptly 
"fired." Still, it-is perhaps unreasonabe to expect any victim of ar- 
rest to over-exert himself in throwing bouquets at the finesse with 
which the job was accomplished or to even extend a vote of thanks 
for having been "pinched" at all. 


The action of the New York city authorities in rigidly enforc- 
iog the requirement that cooks and waiters who prepare and sedve 
icod in hotels and. restaurants be free from communicable disease is 
so sane and reasonable that it should be promptly followed every- 
where. The public insists, through the medium of the pure food 
laws, that its food be cleanly and of healthful quality, and prepared 
under «anitaiy conditions. 
It-manifestly should be served in the 
same way, and the public which patronizes the eating places is en- 
titled to assurance of this character. That can be provided only by 
regular medical inspection of those who serve it. 


The Terre Haute boar(i of public safety has just made a change 
in the boundaries of the ''red light" district in that city and is said 
. to have further restricted the area of the outlawed territory. -Terre 
Haute would discover, if it nerved Uself up to tiy the experiment, 
that there really isn't any excuse for the existence of such a district 
in any area at all, restricted or. unrestricted.

How to Test Their 
Intelligence. 


OST illuminative are the Binet 
and Simon tests of intelli- 
gence to determine the mental 
status of children from three 
to fifteen. If a child responds success- 
fully it is probably normal in intellec- 
tual development. But if it can suc- 
ceed only in the tests arranged for 
younger children, it is backward. 


A child of three should be able to 
comprehend spoken words and to an- 
swer simple questions by a gesture. 
Ask a child of three, "Where are your 
eyes?" and it should immediately point 
to them. A child of three should be 
able to repeat sentences of six sylla- 
bles, but not ten. Figures, being more 
difficult than words, because they do 
not convey any meaning to a child of 
three, are limited in the test to two, 
Buch as six-four. When 
shown the 
pictures which Binet uses in his tests 
a child of three will enumerate 
the 
objects; it is not possible for him to 
describe any of the action in the pic- 
tures. 


At four a child should be able to re- 
peat three 
figures, 
be able to tell 
which is the longer 
of two parallel 
lines, and be able to name familia-r ob- 
jects when they are displayed. 


Among the tests at five years is the 
comparison of weights. 
A five-year- 
old child is able to tell which is the 
heavier of two blocks equal in size 
and 
appearance, , but 
differing in 
weight. 
At five all children succeed 
in counting four. At three no child 
can count four, and at four only about 
50 per cent of the children tested have 
been able to do so. 


At six years a child 
should dis- 
tinguish between morning and after- 
noon, should be able to define known 
objects and execute three simultane- 
ous commissions. 
At six Binet be- 
lieves that a child's aesthetic percep- 
tion is sufficiently developed for it to 
differentiate between beauty and ugli- 
ness. 
For this test Binet employs a 
picture of six heads of women in three 
pairs, one of which is pretty and the 
other ugly or actually deformed.

James F. Archibald, the American cor- 
lespondent upon whom British 
secret 
service men found coinmiinications from 
Dr. Constantin 
Dumba, 
the 
Austro- 
Hungarian ambassador, to his foreign 
office on the subject of fomenting strikes 
in American munitions plants. 
Archi- 
bald now is at Rotterdam and American 
Minister Van Ih'ke has been instructed 
to issue an emergency passport to per- 
mit his return to th(* United 
States,' 
when the department of justice probably 
will be called on to decide if he has 
violated any lav of the United States 
in acting as a messenger for one of the 
European belligerents. 


Cancellation of Archibald's passports 
is the first official action in a diplo- 
matic situation which it has been sug- 
gested might possibh- extend so far as 
to cause the departure of Dr. Dumba, 
from this country. 
American govern- 
ment officials were amazed at tlie dis- 
;closuree which followed Archibald's de- 
tention at Falmouth and were particu- 
larly annoyed that an Amencah'pass- 
port haçi been used to carry what prac- 
tically amounts to military' information. 


Dr. Dumba has made his explanations 
to Secretary Lansing, saying tlie onh' 
instructions from his government wei-e 
to give widest publicity to the decree 
announcing enforcement of-the Austro- 
Hungarian penal code against subjects 
whoengagcd in manufacture of war mu- 
nitions for their coimtry's enemies. 


Yesterday President Wilson conferred 
with Secretary Lansing and Dr. Dumba 
departed for his summer embassy at 
Lenox, Mass., to await 
news of 
this 
government's decision, which, it is un- 
derstood, will not be reached until more 
documentary evidence comes from Lon- 
don. 


Officials of the state department and 
the department of justice are now mak-

Thir- 
teen ships were destroyed by mine.-, 
24 were sunk by torpedoes, three dis- 
appeared in the war zone, and one was 
crushed bj' a German warship, the re- 
port states.

IS MilDEJIlE GOUT 


Berlin Press Discusses Re- 


moval of the Russian 


Leader. 


Berlin, 
Sept. 
0.—The 
removal 
of 
Grand Duke Nicholas from the position 
of rommander-in-chief of the Russian 
armies is the text of long articles in 
Beerlin newspapers this morning. 
The 
Tagpblatt says the grand duke was re- 
moved because, notwithstanding his un- 
deniable gifts in the s t r a t e ^ of re- 
treating. lie bears the responsibility for 
the Russian catastrophes in Poland and 
Galicia, his influence being shattereed in 
consequcnce. 


A view more frequently expressed is 
that the retirement of the grand duke 
was dictated by political reasons and 
aimed particularly at the party repre- 
sented by the, present Russian govern- 
ment which had grown too strong. The 
Jx)kal Anzeiger says the displacement 
of the grand duke removes the govern- 
ment party's strongest supporter and 
means a loss to the army which saw in 
him the appointed leader. 
This ne\ys- 
paper pays a frank and generous trib- 
ute to the former commander-in-chief 
as a brave and honorable enemy and 
able leader. 


The Morgen Post on the other hand 
terms Grand Duke Nicholas "a bnjtal 
and bloody man, without leadership tal- 
ent" and the "destroyer of his army, 
Iiis land and his people." It adds that 
the moment demands a leader of titanic 
strength and asserts that "this com- 
plete 
cipher 
as a leader 
of Russian 
armies" has been discredited by his 
defeats. 


The Vossische Zeitung finds in Em- 
peror Nicholas' move "final proof of 
the approaching breakdown of the army 
and state." 
It asserts that the govern- 
ment, in view of repeated defeats, saw 
itself compelled to summon new leaders 
for the array, and the political position 
of the grand duke made the decision 
of the emperor easy. 


The Boersen Zeitung views the change 
as having been directed against certain 
coteries in the inner political life of 
Russia and believes it may be calculated 
also to impress the other members of 
the quadruple entente with the feeling 
that Russia is doing everything possible 
to ward off impeending events. 


The Tages Zeitung says: "One hardly 
errs in ascribing along with the mili- 
tary significance, just as important po- 
litical significance to the change. 
The 
grand ducal party, whose head was the 
lormer commander-in-chief, has suffered 
a very real defeat."

A Spectacular Blaze. 


When Assistant Chief George Jasper 
and tlie chemical crew turned their mo- 
tor trucks into the street at No. 3 en- 
gine liouse, nearly two miles from the 
scene of the fire, the southeastern sky 
already was overcast with a dull red 
glow and before the first piece of appa- 
ratus from the south side houses ar- 
rived, the 
flames 
were shooting high 
into the air. 


But in spite of the brilliant illumina- 
tion the crowd of spectators was small 
early in the morning, as there 
were 
few people on the streets and although 
the flames lighted the 
housetops 
for 
several squares in each direction, few 
were awakened. 
However, soon 
after 
daybreak, a crowd began to assemble 
and numbered several thousands before 
five o'clock. 


Got Late Start. 


Never was the necessity of motoriza- 
tion in the south side more thoroughly 
demonstrated as it was at this fire. No. 
2 engine house the nearest, is a mile 
away, while No. 8' company, the other 
south side brigade, had a run of close 
to two miles. 
Of course it is impos- 
sible to make any speed with horse- 
drawn apparatus on a distance as great 
as this, and the fire had five minutes to 
gain 
headway 
even after the alarm 
had been sounded, before the first en- 
gine was connected at a nearby plug. 


Rebuilding Already. 


A gang of fifty men was put to work 
at noon Thursday and within a few 
days the debris will be out of the way. 
In the meantime the work of rebuilding 
will be started and before the mass of 
iron and wooden wreckage is removed 
the new work

There are always' a lot of super- 
numeraries on a major league bench 
whose business it is to make as much 
noise as possible. 


When they offend Klem he "cans" 
them all. 


In the Polo Grounds in New York 
some 14 Giants two years ago placed 
hands on shoulders and did a lock- 
step clear across the diamond and 
into the club house. 


It very nearly wrecked thè game. 
•Jack Miller, 
wJien 
hè wás with 
Pittsburg, long was onè of Klem's 
bitterest enemies. 
One day Klem 
called 
a strike 
on 
him that he 
thought was a ball. 


Turning

"Red"" Killefer, the 
Philadelphia Catcher, Miller said:

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THE ENGLISH SPARROW A NUISANCE 


The English Sparrow Was Introduced Into America About Sixty-Five Years Ago, and 
is Now Distributed Over Nearly All of the United States and Southern CanadaT- 
7his Rapid Dissemination is a Result of the Bird's Hardiness, Diversity of Food, 
Aggressive Disposition, and Almost Complete Immunity from Natural Enemies. 


The English sparrow a m o n g birds, 
iike the rat among mammals, is cun- 
ning, destructive, and 
filthy. 
Its nat- 
ural diet consists of seeds, but it eats 
a great variety of other foods. 
While 
much 
of its fare consists 
of 
waste 
material f r o m the streets, in a u t u m n 
and winter it consumes quantities of 
weed seed and in s u m m e r 
numerous 
Insects. 
The destruction of weed seed 
should undeniably count in the spar- 
row's favor. 
Its record as to insects 
In most localities is not so clear. 
In 
exceptional cases it has been 
found 
very useful as a destroyer, of 
insect 
pests. 
F o r example, during a recent 
Investigation of birds that destroy the 
alfalfa weevil in northern Utah, Eng- 
lish sparrows were feeding their nest- 
lings largely 
on 
weevil 
larvae 
and 
cutworms, both of which are very in- 
jurious to alfalfa. 
In this case 
the 
Bparrows, irttracted py grain in 
fields 
a n d poultry runs and by the excellent 
nest sites afforded by the 
thatched 
roofs of many f a r m buildings, had left 
t h e city and taken up their abode in 
t h e 
country 
where 
the 
weevil 
out- 
break subsequently occurred. 
Unfor- 
tunately, however, farmers can rarely 
expect such aid against their 
insect 
foes. 
-^Tierever this bird proves use- 
ful .howeA'er, it is entitled to the full- 
est protection and encouragement in 
proportion to its net value. 
Under 
normal conditions its choice of insects 
iB often unfavorable. 
Out of 522 Eng- 
lish sparrow stomachs examined 
by 
t h e 
Biological 
Survey, 
47 
contained 
noxious insects, 50 held beneficial In- 
Bects, and 31 contained insects of little 
or no importance. 


On the other hand, much is to be 
said 
against 
the 
bird. 
It 
destroys 
fruit, as cherries, grapes, pears and 
peaches. 
It also destroys birds and 
Bowers of cultivated trees, shrubs, and 
vines. 
In the garden it eats seeds as 
they ripen, and nips off tender young 
vegetables, especially peas and lettuce, 
as 
they 
appear 
above 
ground. 
It 
damages 
wheat 
and 
other 
grains, 
whether newly sown, ripening or in 
shocks. 
As a 
flock 
of 
50 
sparrows 
requires 
daily 
the 
equivalent 
of 
a 
quart of wheat, the annual loss caused 
by these birds throughout the country 
Is very great. 
It reduces the numbers 
of some of our most useful and attrac- 
tive native birds, as bluebirds, house 
wrens, purple martins, tree sv.-allows. 
cliff swallows, and barn swallows, by 
destrojnng their eggs and young and 
by usurping nesting places. 
It attacks 
familiar species, as the robin, 
wren, 
catbird 
and 
mocking 
bird, 
causing 
them to desert parks and shady streets 
of 
towns. 
Unlike 
our 
n.itlve birds i 
whose place it usurps, it has no song, 
but is noisy and vituperative. 
It de-

files buildings and ornamental 
trees, 
shrubs, and vines with its excrement 
and with Its bulky nelsts. The evidence 
agaanst the English sparrow is, on the 
whole, overwhelming, and the present 
unfriendly attitude of the public to- 
wards It is reflected in our state laws. 
No'tvtiere is It included among 
pro- 
tected birds. 


One of the greatest 
objections to 
the English sparrow is its aggressive 
antagonism toward the small 
native 
birds, especially those fahilliar species 
which, like itself, build their nests In 
cavities. 
Nest 
boxes 
provided 
for 
bluebirds, 
martins, 
or 
wrens—birds 
both useful and pleasing—too 
often 
fall into the possession of this grace- 
less alien, either by the right of dis- 
covery or by piratical assault. 
For- 
tunately it is possible to aid the native 
birds by selecting suitable nest boxes. 
Thus, a box having an entrance 1 inch 
in diameter will admit house wrens, 
but not sparrows. 
Boxes for larger 
birds may be constructed so that un- 
welcome tenants can be easily evicted 
and at the same time acceptable 
to 
more desirable species. 
WTien a spar- 
row has had 
its nest and 
eggs 
re- 
moved from a box, it not only as a 
rule seeks another place for its next 
nest, but is likely to avoid that type 
of nest box in future. 


When a place has once been cleared 
of sparrows some time elapses before 


4,000 inhabitants, where this method 
of attack has been practiced 
during 
the past four years, 20,000 eggs have 
been 
destroyed 
and the number 
of 
sparrows has been greatly 
reduced.

During the fall 
steady trapping reduced the resident 
flock 
in the garden tn a. dozen indi- 
viduals. 274 birds having been trapped. 
The survivors were poisoned. 


Though another flock lived in the 
street just beyond the fence, the gar- 
den 
was 
sparrow-free 
for 
three 
months. 
In the following spring 
a 
few 
feparrows 
appeared, 
but 
were 
soon trapped. 
After this the garden 
remained 
throughout 
the 
summer 
v.ñthout -a resident 
flock, 
and 
only 
rarely was it visited by sparrows "from 
other parts of the neighborhood. 


Sparrow.s frequently berome a nui- 
sance by roosting in ornamental vines 
and 
in rrevires, 
about 
buildings. 
I-f' 
s'^ared out late at night, several nights 
in piirrespion. they wi'l usually desert 
the rooft. 
A st'-er-^m nf water from a 
Rorden hose is a potent ejector, par- 
tirularly 
on 
frosty 
nights. 
Where 
water is not available small 
Roman 
candles may be employed. 


Though 
sparrows 
may 
be 
driven 
from a. given neighborhood, the relief 
thus obtained is only temporary, and 
has the f u r t h e r objection that the nui- 
sance 
is 
simply 
transferred 
else- 
where. 
More drastic action is there- 
fore preferable. 


The most effective method of pre- 
venting the Increase of sparrows in a 
locality is to destroy their nests at 
intervals of 10 or 12 days throughout 
the breeding season. 
In a. town of 


entrusted 
to 
boys 
or 
persons~ un- 
familiar with 
the native species, 
as 
otherwise valuable birds may be de- 
stroyed under the belief that they are 
English sparrows. 
Occasionally they 
build large covered nests in trees, but 
as a rule they build open nests 
in 
bird houses, electric-light hoods, cor- 
nices, waterspouts, and similar places. 
While 
It is often difficult to 
reach 
nests by hand, they can usually 
be 
torn down by means of a long pole 
having an iron hook at the tip. 
By 
concerted 
and 
continuous efforts to 
destroy every nest a f t e r the eggs are 
laid, the numbers of English sparrows 
!n any locality may be rapidly reduced. 


The sparrow's habit of nesting in 
cavities 
can 
be 
turned 
to 
account 
against 
it. 
By 
providing 
one-room 
. bifd houses, or even packing 
boxes 
or tin cans, and putting them in trees 
t Tr on poles or buildings at a height of 
I bout ten feet, the birds may be cap- 
tured after dark with a long-handled 
net. 
The net should have a deep bag 
and a sjnall hoop. 
After the net _has 
been quietly placed over the entrance, 
a few raps on the box will send the 
occupants into it. 
By distributing a 
number of nest boxes about orchards, 
shade trees, and 
out buildings, 
and 
catching 
the 
sparrows 
that 
occupy 
them, the work of extermination may 
be carried on at a season when other 
methods are least effecti\'e. 


Neither 
law nor public 
sentiment 
will allow the use of 
firearms 
or the 
unrestricted use of poison in the ex- 
termination of sparrows. 
The use of 
traps, 
therefore, 
Is strongly 
recom- 
mended. 
Besides being safe to em- 
ploy, 
properly 
designed 
traps 
have 
other 
advantages. 
The 
fact 
that 
native birds when caught in sparrow 
traps, can be liberated unharmed, is 
particularly 
Important 
In 
suburban 
localities. 


Sparrdw traps may be classified, ac- 
cording to their nature, as nest-box 
traps and bait traps. 
Inasmuch 
as 
sparrows usually feed In 
flocks, 
but 
approach nest boxes only singly or In 
pairs, the annual catch of a bait trap 
will exceed that of a nest-box 
trap 
many fold. 
During the breeding sea- 
son, however, nest-box traps are de- 
cidedly useful. 


A nest-box trap, as its name Implies, 
looks like an ordinary nest box. 
The 
weight of a bird entering such a trap 
puts Into operation a mechanism which 
catches the bird and sets the trap for 
another. 
There are a number of de- 
vices to accomplish this. 
In design- 
ing a nest-box trap one should bear in 
mind 
that 
English 
sparrows, 
like 
other 
birds, 
dislike drafty 
quarters, 
and 
that 
a 
mechanism

The early planting of apples was, 
according to J. H. Hale, f o r drink and 
not for food, but today the apple Is 
grown principally for its food value. 
The American people are fast coming 
to appreciate Its value for food, and 
today fifty times more fruit Is being 
consumed than In former y e a n . 
Tba 
m a r k e t today Is demanding the hfgfi- 
est quality of fruit, and Is willing to 
pay 
a 
premium 
for 
choice 
goods. 
Size, uniformity and color are 
three 
essential requisites In high quality of 
fruit. 
Mr. Hale does not think that 
the old orchards found upon the farms 
today can f r o m any method of pruning 
or tillage be made to produce a high 
quality of fruit. 
The tree must 
be 
trained for its special purpose in or- 
der to get best results. 
"I think," said 
Mr. Hale, "a far larger portion of old 
orchards could be made to 
produce 
f a r better fruit were they given proper 
care and cultivation. 
Low down trees 
are very desirable; with them expense 
is reduced and cultivation can be bet- 
ter conducted. 
In selecting a site for 
a fruit orchard, select rolling land, and 
not low, cold soil. 
Tillage should ever 
be the watchword of the orchardist. 
Begin as early In the spring as possible, 
and continue for at least three months. 
Have the ground covered with some- 
thing at 
harvesting 
time. 
A 
good 
cover crop is clover, but anything will 
do providing it furnishes a covering 
to the soil." 


FIELD MCE AS A FARM PEST 


The Ravages of Short-tailed Field Mice in Many Parts of the United States Result in 
Serious Losses to Farmers, Orchardists, and Those Concerned With the Conserva- 
tion of Our Forests, and the Problem of Controlling: the Animals is One of Consider* 
able Importance. 


enough to be operated by a sparrow's 
weight Is likely to get out of 
order 
unless the parts are few and well pro- 
tected from the weather. 


When extensive trapping is under- 
taken, the traps employed must fulfill 
certain 
requirements 
in addition 
to 
ultimate efliclency. 
Especially impor- 
tant are simple and prompt 
action, 
portability, 
and 
cheapness, 
all 
of 
which are found In the funnel trap. 


Numerous 
experiments 
show 
that 
funnel traps usually m a k e a catch on 
the first day they are set. 
This trap 
has no loose parts to become 
disar- 
ranged and requires no tools to keep 
it 
in 
order. 
Although 
somewhat 
bulky, it weighs but little, and when 
painted green or gray Is Inconspicuous. 
It Is easy to construct, and the cost 
of material Is slight. 
The funnel t r a p 
has been tested on the 
Agricultural 
Grounds In Washington with excellent 
results, and one sent for trial to the 
Missouri 
Botanical 
Gardens 
at 
St. 
Louis during one s u m m e r caught 300 
sparrows in six weeks. 


In setting a funnel trap 
a 
place 
should 
be selected 
where 
sparrows 
are accustomed 
to assemble. 
Often 
there are several such 
places in 
a 
neighborhood, in which case it is ad- 
visable to move the trap daily from 
one of them to another, because the 
birds appear to associate the locality 
rather than the trap with the distress 
of their Imprisoned comrades. 
Canary 
seed, 
hemp 
seed, 
wheat, 
oats, 
and 
bread crumbs are excellent baits. 
The 
bait should be scattered In the ante- 
chamber 
and'" first funnel and 
also, 
sparingly, outside about the entrance. 
A live sparrow kept In the t r a p as a 
decoy will facilitate a catch. 
In case 
native birds enter a trap they may be 
released 
without 
harm. 
Trapping 
may begin at any time a f t e r young 
sparrows are 
able 
to take 
care 
of 
themselves. 
Each day's catch should 
be removed from the trap at nightfall, 
and If a decoy Is used it should be 
comfortably 
housed 
and 
otherwise 
cared for when off duty. 


In removing sparrows from either 
a funnel or a sieve trap a receiving 
box will be found useful. 
It should 
be about 6 Inches square and 18 Inches 
long, inside measurement. 
The door, 
hinged 
at 
the 
bottom 
and 
turning 
invC-ard, It, controlled by the part of 
its wire f r a m e extending through the 
side of the box to form a handle. 


Short-tailed field mice are commonly 
known as meadow mice, pine mice, and 
moles; 
locally aa bear 
mice, 
buck- 
tailed mice, or black mice. 
The t e r m 
Includes a large n u m b e r 
of 
closely 
related species widely distributed over 
the 
Northern 
Hemis- 
phere. 
Over 50 species 
and races occur within 
•the United States and 
nearly 40 other forms 
have 
b e e n 
described 
f r o m 
North 
America. 
Old 
World 
f o r m s 
are 
fully as numerous. 


Meadow mice inhabit 
practically the whole of 
t h e 
Northern 
Hemis- 
phere—America, 
north 
of the Tropics; all of 
Europe, except Ireland; 
and 
Asia, 
except 
the 
s o u t h e r n 
part. 
In 
North America 
t h e r e 
are few wide areas ex- 
cept arid 
deserts free 
f r o m 
meadow 
mice, 
and 
in m o s t 
of 
the 
United State« they have 
at times been numerous 
and h a r m f u l . 
The 
animals are very 
pro- 
lific, 
breeding 
several 
t i m e s 
a 
season 
and 
producing l i t t e r s 
of 
f r o m <5 to 1-0. 
Under 
favoring circumstances, 
n o t 
well 
understood, 
t h e y 
sometimes 
pro- 
duce abnormally 
and 
become a menace to 
all growing crops. 
P l a g u e s 
o f 
meadow mice 
h V v e often 
b e e n 
m e n - 
t i o n e d 
I n 
t h e 
history of 
the Old World and even within 
the 
United States many Instances are re- 
corded of their extraordinary abund- 
ance with accompanying 
destruction 
of vegetation. 


The runs of meadow mice are main- 
ly on the surface of the ground under 
grass, 
leaves, weeds, 
brush, 
boards, 
snow, or other sheltering litter. 
They 
are 
hollowed 
out 
by 
the 
animals' 
claws, and worn hard and smooth by 
being frequently traversed. 
They are 
extensive, much branched, and 
may 
readily be found by parting the grass 
or removing the litter. 
The runs lead 
to shallow burrows where large nests 
of dead grass furnish winter retreats 
for the mice. 
Summer nests are large 
balls of the sarne. .material hidden in 
In the grass aftd often elevated 
on 
small hummocks in the meadows and 
marshes where the animals 
abound. 
The young are brought forth in either 
underground or surface nests. 


Meadow mice are injurious to most 
crops. 
They destroy grass In meadows 
and pastures; cut down grain, clover 
a n d alfalfa; eat grain left standing in 
shocks; 
injure seeds, bulbs, 
fiowers, 
and garden vegetables; and are 
es- 
pecially h a r m f u l to trees and shrub- 
bery. 
The extent of their depredations 
Is usually In proportion to their num- 
bers. 
Thus, in the lower 
Humboldt 
Valley; Nevada, during two 
winters, 
these mice were abnormally abundant, 
and totally ruined the alfalfa, destroy- 
ing both stems and roots on 
about

W h e n 
present 
even 
in 
ordinary 
numbers 
m e a d o w 
mice 
cause 
serious Injury to orchards and 
nur- 
series. 
Their attacks 
on 
trees 
a r e 
often made in winter tinder cover of 
snow, but they may occur a t any sea- 
son u n d e r shelter of growing vegeta- 
tion or dry litter.- The animals have 
been known almost totally to destroy 
large nurseries of young apple trees, 


Older orchard trees are sometimes 
killed by mice. 
In Kansas the writer 
saw hundreds of apple trees, 8 to 10 
>ears planted, and 4 to 6 inches In 
diameter, completely girdled by these 
pests. 
The list of cultivated trees and 
shrubs Injured by these animals in- 
cludes nearly all those grown by the 
horticulturist. 
The Biological Survey 
has received complaints of the destruc- 
tion 
of 
apple, 
pear, ' peach, 
plum, 
quince, cherry, and crabapple 
trees, 
of 
blackberry, 
raspberrj'. rose, 
cur- 
rant. 
and 
barberry 
bushes, 
and 
of 
grape 
vines: 
also of the 
Injury of 
sugar 
maple, 
black 
locust, 
Osage 
orange, sassafras, pine, alder, 
white 
ash, mountain ash. oak, cottonwood. 
willow, wild cherrj-, and other forest 
trees. 


The Injury to trees and^ shrubs con- 
sists In the destruction of the 
bark 
just at the surface of the ground and 
in some Instances for several Inches 
above or below. 
When the girdling Is

complete 'and 
the cambium 
entirely 
eaten through, the action of sun and 
wind soon completes the 
destruction 
of the tree. 
If the Injury is not too 
extensive, 
prompt 
covering 
of 
the 
wounds will usually save the tree. 
In 
any case of girdling heaping up fresh 
soil about the trunk so as to cover the 
wounds 
and 
prevent 
evaporation 
Is 
recommended as the simplest remedy. 
To save large and valuable trees bridge 
grafting may be employed. 


Pine mice inhabit chiefly forested 
regions and are unknown on the open 
plains. 
Ordinarily they live In 
the 
woods, but are fond of old pastures or 
lands not frequently cultivated. 
F r o m 
woods, hedges, and fence rows they 
spread into gardens, lawns and 
fields 
through their underground tunnels or 
those of the garden mole. The tunnels 
of the 
pine mice are smaller 
t h a n 
those of the mole. 
While the mole 
feeds almost wholly upon insects and 
earthworms, 
and seldom eats 
vege- 
table substances, p l n ^ m l c e live upon 
seeds, roots and leaves. 
Their h a r m - 
ful activities include the destruction of 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, bulbs, shrub- 
bery and trees. 


They destroy many fruit trees. 
The 
mischief they do is not usually, dis- 
covered until later, when harvest re- 
veals the rifled potato hills or when 
leaves 
or 
plants 
suddenly 
wither. 
While they differ little from meadow 
mice in general food habits, their sur- 
roundings afford them a larger propor- 
tion of mast. 
They are less prolific 


than meadow mice, but this Is mor« 
than made up for in the fact that in 
their underground life they a n 
less 
exposed to their enemies a m o n g birds 
and mammals. 
Like meadow 
mica, 
they 
sometimes 
become 
abnormally 
abundant. 


In the eastern p a r t of the TTnlted 
States pine mice do more damage to 
orchards than do meadow mice, partly 
because their 
work Is 
undiscovered 
until trees begin to die. 
The runs of 
meadow mice under grass or leaves 
a r e easily found and the Injury they 
do to trees is always visible. 
On the 
other hand, depredatloiu by pine mloe 
can be found only a f t e r digging about 
the tree and exposing the trunk below 
t h e surface. 
The roots of small trees 
are often entirely eaten oflt by pin« 
mice, and pine trees aa well as de- 
ciduous forest trees, when young, ars 
frequently killed by theae. animals. 


Methods of destroying field mice or 
holding them In check by trapping and 
poisoning are equally applicable 
to 
meadow mice and pine mice. 


If mice are present In small irom« 
hers, as Is often the case In 
l a w n a 
gardens, or seed beds, they may readily 
be caught in strong mouse-tra«)8 of the 
guillotine, 
type. 
These 
should 
be 
baited with oatmeal or other grain, or 
may be set In the mouse runs wlthont 
b a i t 


Trapping h a s special advantages for 
small areas where a limited 
n u m b ^ 
of mice a r e p r e s e n t 
but it Is also 
adapted to large areas whenever It ia 
undesirable to lay out poison. 
It is 
then necessary to use many traps and 
continue their iise for several weeks- 
If mice are moderately abundant, f r o m 
12 to 20 traps per etcre may be tised to 
advantage. These should soon m a k e de- 
cided Inroads on the numbers of mice 
In an orchard if not practically to ex- 
terminate them. 
F o r pine mice the 
tunnels should be excavated sufficiently 
to admit the trap on a level with the 
bottom. 
A light garden trowel may 
be used for the necessary digging. 


On 
larger 
areas where 
mice 
are 
abundant, 
poisoning is the 
quickest 
means of destroying them, and even 
on small'areas It has advantages over 
trapping. 
The following formula 1< 
recommended: 


Dry grain formula—^Mix thoroughly 
one ounce powdered strychnine (alka< 
lold), 1 ounce powdered blcarbonatf« 
of soda, and 
% ounce 
(or less) 
ol 
saccharine. 
P u t the mixture In a tin 
pepper box and sift It gradually ove< 
50 pounds of crushed wheat or 
40 
pounds of crushed oats in a metal tub, 
mixing the grain constantly so thai 
the poison will be evenly distributed. 


Dry mixing, as above described, h a s 
the advantage that the grain may be 
kept any length of time without fer- 
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mentation. 
Distribute 
the 
poisoned 
grain a teaspoonful a t a place, taking 
care to put it In the mouse runs, and 
at the entrances of burrows. 
To avoid 
killing birds it should be placed under 
plies of straw, weeds or other Utter, 


The Farm Help Problem 


The requirements of the farm in the 
character of the labor emploj-ed are 
changing radically 
The labor to be 
performed by the f a r m e r should 
be 
governed by extensive information and 
considerable scientific knowledge. 
A 
successful f a r m e r at the present time 
may need considerable knowledge of 
chemistry, of bacteriologj', of economic 
entomology, 
of 
the 
pathology 
and 
physiology of plants and animals; of 
plant and animal breeding, of fungi- 
cides and insectocides, of the conser- 
vation 
of soil 
moisture; 
of 
botany, 
pomology-, 
viticulture, 
horticulture, 
and 
certainly 
much 
concerning 
the 
practical handling and marketing of 
his products. 
The hired laborer does 
not need to know so much, and yet 
he should be at least moderately in- 
telligent and well informed. 
With re- 
gard to the future, the forecast is that 
farm labor will not be recruited 
in 
s-ppreciable degree from the city. 
The 
farmer 
would 
not 
need 
to get 
his 
labor from the cities If he could hold 
the country population to the soil, and 
the recognition of the importance of 
retaining the children 
on the 
f a r m 
and of keeping country labor 
from 
migrating to cities is governing most 
of the work by Nation and State in 
behalf of agriculture. 
In addition to 
efforts to promote economic improve- 
ment, many agencies are at work upon 
the country people to improve 
their 
dwellings, their modes of living, their 
home life, and their social activities, 
which are already beginning to count 
against the unpleasantness of country 
life and In favor of making 
it at- 
tractive. 


THE CLOVER LOUSE PLAYS HAVOC WITH FIELD PEAS ÄND CLOVER 


This Big, Green, Long-Legged, Plant Louse Has Ruined Millions of Dollars* Worth of Field Peas and ä Great Deal of Red 
Clover—It Is the Dominant Species of its Kind on These, Plants and Can Scarcely Be Confused With Any Other Aphid.

Red clover, however, can stand 
a good deal of this Injury, and If a 
heavy rain happens to occur when the 
plant Is covered with the lice, they 
are washed off, and the field 1» safe 
for the rest of the season. 
There are 
also numerous Insect enemies and a 
fungeous disease which kill off im- 
mense numbers of the lice. 
At times 
a combination of circumstances occurs, 
under which the plant Is killed, root 
and all. 
The natural checks upon the 
Increase of the aphids may be insultl- 
cient; but dry weather, seems to be the 
most important factor. 
Without rain 
the plant cannot replace the sap taken 
by t h e . aphids, let alone make 
any 
growth. 
In dry weather the fungus 
can not develop, and In the absence 
of heavy rains to wa«h them off the 
plants, the aphids thrive. 


The most Important enemy of this 
louse is a common fungeous, E m p u s a 
aphidis.

That can bo provided only by 
regular medical inspection of those, who serve it. 


The Tcrre. Haute board of public safety has just, made a change 


in the boundaries of the ''red light" district in that city and is said 
to have further restricted the area of the outlawed territory. Terrc 
Haute would discover, if it nerved itself up to try the experiment, 
that there really isn't any excuse for the existence of such a district 
in any area at all, restricted or unrestricted.

CHILDREN 


How to Test Their 


Intelligence. 


OST illuminative are the Binet 


and Simon tests of intelli- 
gence to determine the mental 
status of children from three 


to fifteen. If a child responds'success- 
fully it is probably normal in intellec- 
tual development. But if it can suc- 
ceed only in the tests arranged for 
younger children, it is backward. 


A child of three should be able to 


comprehend spoken words and to an- 
swer simple questions by a gesture. 
Ask a child of three, "Where are your 
eyes?" and it should immediately point 
'to them. A child of three sho'uld be 
able to repeat sentences of six sylla- 
bles, but not ten. Figures, being more 
difficult than words, because they do 
not convey any meaning to a child of 
three, are limited in the test to two, 
such as six-four. 
When shown the 


pictures which Binet uses in his tests 
a child of three will enumerate the 
objects; it is not possible for him to 
describe any of the action in the pic- 
tures. 


At four a child should be able to re- 


peat three figures, be able to tell 
which is the longer of two parallel 
lines, and be able to name familiar ob- 
jects when they are displayed. 


Among the tests at five years is the 


comparison of weights. 
A five-year- 


old child is able to tell which is the 
heavier of two blocks equal in size 
and 
appearance, 
but 
differing 
in 


weight. At five all children succeed 
in counting four. At three no child 
can count four, and at four only p.bout 
50 per cent of the children tested havo 
been able to do so. 


At six years a child should dis- 


tinguish between morning and after- 
noon, should be able to define known 
objects and execute three simultane- 
ous commissions. 
At six Binet be- 


lieves that a child's aesthetic percep- 
tion is sufficiently developed for it to 
differentiate between beauty and ugli- 
ness. For this test Binet employs a 
picture of six beads of women in three 
pairs, one of which is pretty and the 
other ugly or actually deformed.

Invari- 
ably in thn aftermath, whoever they 
may be, they unite In saying, "Klem 
Is the grandest arbiter that ever 
stepped behind a plate." 


Why? 
It is because he is such a preter- 


naturally good judge of a ball and

IB it because he never misses a de- 


cision abase? 


Is it, in other words, because hs 


tar excels other umpires In the me- 
chanical features of his craft that 
ho is rated thus, while players, with 
tears in their anguished voices, will 
tell you that some other umpire is 
a bank burglar, a highway robber, a 
grave digger, ct cetera—but Klein, 
oh. he's all right? 


The writer has watched Klem for 


many years and he has come to the 
conclusion that while Klem is me- 
chanically an excellent, arbiter there 
are others nearly as good. These 
others are seldom heard of where 
praise is given. 


Why then is Klem the "King of 


Umpires," a title that intimates the 
fulsome praise typical of a baseball 
diamond? 


It is because he uses judgment! 
"A major league manager explains , 


it as follows:

"Klem is in a class by himself be- 


cause he is one of the few umpires 
•who uses judgment. He gains the 
players' confidence from the first, be- 
cause they know he is not a 'homer' 
—that is that he is not influenced in 
his decisions by homo crowds.

Once a ball player finds ho can in- 


fluence an umpire by any one of de- 
vious tricks he has no reason to be- 
lieve that some other player, too, 
will not use these 
same tricks to 


gain an advantage.

Third base is generally figured as 


the hardest position in baseball and 
yet when you sit back in the grand- 
stand on that side of the diamond 
and watch such wonders as Jimmy 
Collins, Frank Baker, Bill Bradley, 
Hobe Ferriss and 
Zinn Beck per- 


form the most 
difficult, plays with 


ease you wonder who started the re- 
port that third base is so hard to 
master. 
The man who plays second, short 


or first has not the many things to 
do, or to ha responsible for, as the 
guardian of the third sack. 


To play third, a player must be a 


quick thinker and a fast man. He 
must be able to figure out. just about 
where the batter will bit the ball, 
especially when any runners are on 
the bags. Then again, to be a suc- 
cessful third sacker, the guardian of 
that bag must, be able to detect sig- 
nals, for many a game is won and 
lost on the squeeze play. 


There is no doubt that the hard- 


est of hit. balls go to the man ca- 
vorting around third. He must be a 
perfect fielder, and be able to throw 
from any angle. A frail man would 
never do for this bag, for brawn is 
ah essential of the bag next to home. 


Speed is also necessary. For with 


a man on second, the third' baseman 
must be able to field a ball, an.d get 
hack lo his 'bag, frr a return throw. 


A good man on third must, have 


nerve. Baker has been spiked more 
than any other man in baseball, for 
he always guards his bag from be- 
ing touched by the runner's incom- 
ing spikes. 


The third sacker must have his 


left foot in front, of the cushion, and 
be half turned to receive thfi throw 
from the hack stop. The base-pur- 
loino.r then goes feet first, into the 
bag, which results in many mon be- 


ing spiked. 


Second saekers 
and 
shortstcps 


have this to contend with also, but 
not as much as the third baspman. 


An error by a shortstop, second 


baseman or initial guardian, docs 


not prove fatal, in most cases, as an 
error by the man at the difficult cor- 
ner. A miss of a ball, to catch * 
runner, or a throw from an outfield- 
er, v.-ho plays for third, will mean * 
run nearly every time.

is Now Distributed Over Nearly All of the United States and Southern Canada— 
This Rapid Dissemination is a Result of the Bird's Hardiness, Diversity of Food, 


i. Aggressive Disposition, and. Almost Complete Immunity from Natural Enemies. 


The English sparrow among birds, 


like the rat among mammals, is cun- 
ning, destructive, and filthy. 
Its nat- . 


ural diet consists of seeds, but it «iW 
a great variety of other foods. \\ hile 
much of its fare consists of waste 
material from the streets, m 1'""mn 
and winter it consumes quantities of 
weed seed and In summer numerous 
Insects. The destruction of weed seed 
should undeniably count In the spar- 
row's favor. 
Its record as to insects 


In most localities is not so clear. 
In 


exceptional cases It has been found 
verv- useful as a, destroyer of mse. t 
pests. For example, during a recent 
investigation of birds that destroy^the 
alfalfa weevil in northern I tab. r.ng- 
llsh sparrows were feedins their nest- 
lings largely on weevil larvae and 
cutworms, both of which are very in- 
jurious to alfalfa.

The Apple

Size, uniformity and color are three 
essential requisites in high Quality of 
fruit. 
Mr. Hale does not think that 


the old orchards found upon the farms 
today can from any method of pruning 
or tillage be made to produce a high 
quality of fruit. 
The tree must be 


trained for its special purpose in or- 
der to get best results. "1 think." said 
Mr. Hale, "a far larger portion of old 
orchards could be made to produce 
far better fruit were they given proper 
care and cultivation. Low down trees 
are very" desirable: with them expense 
Is reduced and cultivation can be bet- 
ter conducted. 
Tn selecting a site for 


a fruit orchard, select rolling land, and 
not low. cold soil. Tillage should ever 
be the watchword of the orchardist. 
Begin as early In the spring as possible, 
and continue for at least three months. 
Have the ground covered with some- 
thing at harvesting time. 
A good 


cover crop is clo\-er. hut anything will 
do providing It furnishes a covering 
to the soil." 


FIELD MICE AS A FARM 


The Ravages of Short-tailed Field Mice in Many Parts of the United States Result in 


Serious Losses to Fanners, Orchardists, and Those Concerned With the Conserva- 
tion of Our Forests, and the Problem of Controlling the Animals is One of Consider- 
able Importance, 


Short-tailed field mice are commonly 


known as meadow mice, pine mice, and 
moles; locally as bear mice, buck- 
tailed mice, or black mice. The term

The runs of meadow mice are main- 


ly on the surface of the ground under 
grass, leaves, weeds, brush, boards, 
snow, or other sheltering Utter. They 
are hollowed .out by the 
animals' 


claws, and worn hard and smooth by 
being frequently traversed. They are 
extensive, much branched, and may 
readily be found by parting the grass 
or removing the litter. The runs lead 
to shallow burrows where large nests 
of dead grass furnish winter retreats 
for the mice. Summer nests are large 
balls of the some material hidden in 
In the grass and often elevated or 
small hummocks in the rtftadows and 
marshes where the animals abound 
Th* young are brought forth In either 
underground or surface nests. 


Meadow mice are injurious to mos 


crops. They destroy grass In meadows 
and pastures; cut down grain, clover 
and alfalfa; cat grain left standing In 
shocks; Injure seeds, bulbs, flowers 
ind garden vegetables; and nre es 
peclally harmful to trees and shrub 
bery. The extent of their depredation 
Is usually In proportion to their num 
bers. 
Thus, In the lower Humbold 


Valley, Nevada, during two winters 
these mice were abnormally abundant

Their attacks on trees are 


often made in winter under cover of 
snow, but they may occur at any sea- 
son under shelter of growing vegeta- 
tion or dry Utter. The animals have 
been known almost totally to destroy 
large nurseries of young apple trees. 


Older orchard trees are sometimes 


killed by mice. In Kansas the writer 
saw hundreds of apple trees, 8 to 10 
years planted, and 4 to 6 Inches In 
diameter, completely girdled by these 
pests. The list of cultivated trees and 
shrubs injured by these animals In- 
cludes nearly all those grown by the 
horticulturist. 
The Biological Survey- 


has received complaints of the destruc- 
tion of apple, pear, peach, plum, 
quince, cherry, and crabapple trees, 
of blackberry, raspberry, rose, cur- 
rant, and barberry bushes, and of 
grape vines: also of the injury of 
sugar

If tho injury Is not too 


xtenslve. prompt covering of

vounds will usually save the tree. In 
any case of girdling heaping up fresh 
oil about the trunk so as to cover the 
wounds and prevent evaporation Is 
recommended as the simplest remedy. 
To save large and valuable trees bridge 
grafting may be employed. 


Pine mice inhabit chiefly forested 


regions and are unknown on the open 
plains. 
Ordinarily they live In tho 


woods, but are fond of old pastures or 
.ands not frequently cultivated. From 
woods, hedges, and fence rows they 
spread Into gardens, lawns and fields 
ihrough their underground tunnels or 
Lhose of the garden mole. The tunnels 
of the pine mice are smaller than 
those of the mole. 
While the mole 


feeds almost wholly upon insects and 
earthworms, and seldom eats vege- 
table substances, pin** mice live upon 
seeds, roots and leaves. Their harm- 
ful activities Include the destruction of 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, bulbs, shrub- 
bery and trees. 


They destroy many fruit trees. The 


mischief they do is not usually dis- 
covered until later, when harvest re- 
veals the rifled potato hills or when 
leaves or plants suddenly 
wither. 


While they differ little from meadow 
mice In general food habits, their sur- 
roundings afford them a larger propor- 


They are less prolific 


meadow mice, but this Is mor» 


than made up for In the fact that In 
their underground life they are less 
exposed to their enemies among birds 
and mammals. 
Like meadow .mice, 


hey sometimes become abnormally 
abundant. 


In the eastern part of the United 


States pine mice do more damage to 
orchards than do meadow mice, partly 
because their work Is undiscovered 
until trees begin to die. The runs of 
meadow mice under grass or leavea 
are easily found and the Injury they 
do to trees is always visible. On tho 
other hand, depredations by pine mice 
can be found only after-digging about 
the tree and exposing the trunk below 
the .surface. The roots of small trees 
are often entirely eaten oft by pine 
mice, and pine trees as well as de- 
ciduous forest trees, when young, are 
frequently killed by these animals.' 


Methods of destroying field mice or 


holding them In check by trapping and 
poisoning are equally applicable tt> 
meadow mice and pine mice.

Trapping has special advantages tot 


small areas where a limited number 
of mice are present, but It Is ateo 
adapted to large areas whenever It Is 
undesirable to lay out poison. It Is 
then necessary to use many traps and 
continue their use for several weeks. 
If mice are moderately abundant, from 
12 to 20 traps per acr« may be used to 
advantage. These should soon make de- 
cided Inroads on the numbers of mice 
In an orchard If not practically to ex- 
terminate thorn. For pine mice th« 
:unnels should be excavated sufficiently 
to admit the trap on a level with tha 
bottom. 
A light garden trorwel may 


he used for the necessary digging. 


On larger areas where mice *r» 


abundant, poisoning is the quickest 
means of destroying them, and even 
on small areas It has advantages ov«r 
trapping. 
The following formula It 


recommended: 


Dry grain formula—Mix thoroughly 


one ounce powdered strychnine (alka. 
lold). 1 ounce powdered blcarhonatt 
of soda, and H ounce (or less) ol 
saccharine. Put the mixture In a tm 
pepper box and sift It gradually ove* 
SO pounds of crushed wheat or 40 
pounds of crushed oats In a metal tub, 
mixing the grain constantly so that 
the poison will bo evenly distributed. 


Dry mixing, as above described, lift* 


the advantage that the grain may be 
kept any length, of time without fer-

though it devastates the late-sown peas. 
The first aphis select, the youngest 
leaves anrl shoots, hut eventually lhe 
lice cover the entire plant and sap 
out its life, rendering it unfit even for 
fodder. 


Several years ago. In Wisconsin, the 


louse was noticed in a five-hundred 
acre field of peas about. July 20th; In 
less lhan a week all the plants were 
dead anr) brown. 
In Maryland the. 


louse destroyed peas valued at $3,000,- 
000 In one year. 


On red clover, the youngest leaves 


and stems are the, first to be attacked, 
and these wither and die if many 
aphids are present. 
Wilted leaves 


mark the spread of the pest over the 
plant. Red clover, however, can stand 
a good deal of this injury, and If a 
heavy rain happens to occur when the 
plant Is covered with the lice, they 
are washed off, and the field Is safe 
for the rest of the season. There are 
also numerous insect enemies and a 
fungeous disease which kill off im- 
mense numbers of the lice. At times 
a combination of circumstances occurs, 
under which the plant is killed, root 
and all. The natural checks upon the 
increase of the aphids may be insuffi- 
cient: but dry weather seems to be the 
most'Important factor. 
Without rain 


th« plant cannot replace the sap taken 
by the aphids, let alone make any 
growth. 
In dry weather the fungus 


can not develop, and In the absence 
of heavy rains to wash them off the 
plants, the aphids thrive. 


The most important enemy of this 


louse Is a common fungeous, Empusa 
aphldls. 
It 
Is wide-spread in the 


United States and Canada, and affects 
a great variety of aphids. It does not 


[appear In dry weather but is common 
after a rain or two at any time during 
.he growing season, but 
Is most 


abundant under the combined influ- 
ences of moisture and warmth. Then 
t sweeps off myriads of aphids.
